One Day’s Adventures in the Army,-

We were lying at Berlin, Md,, 
waiting for the . poiito >n train to 
lay the bridge across the Potomac. 
Just as daylight crept up over the 
•Blue Ridge, the bugle sounded at 
headquarters. Soon all the regi¬ 
mental bugles gave the signal to 
pack up and be ready to move; at 
5.00 A. M. all was commotion in 
the camp, at six the cavaltry and 
artillery were crossing over; into 
Dixie.

BEWARE OF THE FROG. 

If You Xet Him Sit by and Croak, You 
Will Get No Fisli. 

“If you are ever fishing,” said an 
observant Xew York sportsman, 
“and see a bullfrog sitting near-by, 
on a rock or a log or a bog or any¬ 
thing, you might as well wind,, .up 
your line, and go away unless you 
kill the frog or drive him away, for 
you won’t catch a fisb. I found that 
out all by myself a few seasons ago. 
I was fishing up in Sullivan county 
for black bass. I used live bait, for 
I couldn’t get a fish with a fly or a 
troll. Sometimes I had first rate, 
luck, ancl every day I didn’t have 
any luck at all, I finally noticed, 
was when a frog was sitting some¬ 
where near by, every now and then 
giving a croak or two. I couldn’t 
see any reason why that should af¬ 
fect tho fish so they wouldn’t bite, 
though, and thought little of it. 

“One day I went out to. .catoh 
some young sunfish and young 
perch, as I found that they were 
killing bait for bass. I caught these 
fry near the shore of tbe lake, usu¬ 
ally with a tiny barbless book bait¬ 
ed with a hit of angleworm, at cer¬ 
tain places alongshore. I had never 
had any difficulty in catching plen¬ 
ty of them in a short time. On this 
particular day as I threw my hook 
in the water I saw a big frog sitting 
on a stone at the edge of the lake,, 
not more than ten feet from where 
I stood. Presently a fine perch for 
bait came toward my hook. The 
water was clear and only a couple of 
feet deep, and I could see the fish 
plainly. Just before this perch got 
to the hook the frog gave a peculiar 
croak, loud and deep. The perch 
tu.rned and disappeared. 

By and by a young sunfish came 
edging its way to the bait and was 
on the point of grabbing it when the 
frog .croaked - again. The sunfish 
stopped, hacked avay anddisappear¬ 
ed in deep water. This went on for 
ten minutes—fish comingup to take 
my hook, the frog croaking and 
the fish going away again. Then it 
struck me that the frog’s croaking 
had given warning to the fish. 

“ ‘Tbatblamed frog is telling those 
perch -and sunfish to look out, sure 
as eels,’ said I. 

“I grabbed up a club and sent it 
flying at the frog. It struck h’im and 
killed him. Then I went to fishing, 
again. In less than a quarter of'an 
hour I had caught every perch and 
sunfish in sight. On the same day I 
got corroborative proof that frogs 
spy on the fisherman and warn the 
fish against him. I took some of the 
halt fish I had caught and went out 
after bass. I was having immense 
luok. In less than an hour I had 
hooked and landed 20 big fellow's’ 
and was feeling fine. Suddenly I 
beard a frog strike up, off to my 
left, with a tremendous bellow. I 
looked around. There eat a big green 
ebap on an old stump. When I look¬ 
ed at him, be turned one of bis gog¬ 
gle eyes up- at me, and I give you 
my word be winked it. at me, as 
much as to say:, ■

“I thoughfcl'd fisb awhile longer 
before I tested the frog spying the¬ 
ory. Five m Inu te s passed; th en th e 
frog let loose again. Hooked around. 
He gave me another wink. I fished 
on for half an hour, during which 
the’ frog croaked ten iimesj and I 
got not so'much as a nibble. 

“ ‘This settles it!’ I said. ’- -■ 

“I chucked a stone at the frog. It 
mjssed him, hut he skedaddled off.

lake. I fished again. In less than.a 
minute I hooked a three pound bas| 
and landed him. 'Within a quarter^ 
of an hour I had caught five.

Hannibal in ono of his early campaigns 
in Italy lost an*eye by having it struok 
with a branch of a thorn bush. 

The iris of the eye is rarely of one color, 
but commonly mottled with black, blue, 
orange, yellow, gray or all combined. 

It seldom happens that both eyes are ex¬ 
actly alike.- An examination with a mag¬ 
nifying glass usually discovers many dif¬ 
ferences between the two. 

A red object is not nearly so visible at a 
distance as one of white. A red globe a 
foot in diameter can be perceived clearly 
only at a distance of 8,000 feet and a blue 
globe a little farther. 

Oysters aro provided with eyes, but the 
oyster’s eye is not located where public 
opinion places it. What is called the dye 
of the oyster is the great muscle which 
holds the shells together, and which is 
separated by the knife of the opener.

RINGS AND RING LORE. 


Cromwell’s signet riDg bore his crest, a 
lion rampant. 

The state ring of the pope Is set with 
a large cameo bearing a portrait of Christ. 

Luther habitually wore a small ring in 
which the setting represented a death’s 
head. 

The ring of the Jewish high priest was 
invested, by tradition, with many mystio 
powers. 

Anglo-Saxon and Celtic rings commonly 
bore the name of the wearer and are be¬ 
lieved to have been used as signets. 

Three wedding rings were used at the 
marriage of Mary Stuart, and all three did 
not keep her faithful to her husband. 

Roman gladiators of ten wore brass rings 
so heavy that a blow from the fist was 
sometimes known to kill an adversary. 

The ‘‘fisherman’s ring” is the signet of 
the pope. Its bezel bears an improssion of 
St. Peter In his boat with fishing nets. 

The bishop’s ring "was formerly set with 
any gem. Generally, however, it is at 
presont set with an amethyst or sapphire. 

The ancient Egyptians and Israelites, in 
addition to fiDger rings, wore rings in 
their oars and frequently also in their 
noses. 

Among the Greeks after the time of Al¬ 
exander "the Great the portrait of that 
monarch set in a ring was supposed to 
bring the warrior good luck. # 

In Nero’s time there was a fashion prev¬ 
alent of wearing large rings, tho setting 
of which was carved with the bust of the 
special divinity who was the wearer’s pa¬ 
tron. 

According to the traditions of the earls 
oburoh, Joseph and Mary were espoused 
with an amethyst ring. This by some 
persons is supposed to be the reason why 
episcopal rings were often set with the 
same stone,—St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


JEWELRY CONCEITS.
